Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant argues that Enomoto fails to 
disclose at least one flap 27a of the second plate 27 opens into the compressor head, however, as can be seen in figure 3, the flap does 
flex into the discharge channel which is part of the compressor head and therefore the flap of the second plate indeed opens into the 
compressor head. The applicant also argues that Enomoto fails to teach an inlet port in said swash plate housing, however the swash 
plate housing (1 ,2,4,6) inculdes a inlet port (229b which is integral with suction port 23 formed in the housing). 
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
